Washington. — In

avert the threatened coal strike, and 
to prevent future coal disputes Sen- 
ator Kenyon, Iowa, Tuesday introduc- 
ed a bill creating a tribunal to adjust 
differences between miners and oper- 
ators. 


While it probably would be • impos- 


sible to pass Kenyon bill before the 
present strike situation reached its 
climax, the fact that Congress is at 
work upon such a. measure might 
stave off the impending trouble, many 
senators believe. 


The bill, a direct outgrowth of the 


recent W<?st 
Virginia 
investigation 


made by Kenyon's 'committee, creates 
a labor board of nine members—-three 
representatives 
of 
the 
operators, 


three of the miners and three of the 
public. At least one member of the 
public group must concur in all De- 
cisions of the board. 


ENFORCED BY SENTIMENT 
Publicity and the force of public 


opinion is the only enforcing power 
behind the board's rulings. 
' An industrial code, which it is in- 
tended shall later to applied general- 
ly to industry sets forth the follow- 
ing principles respecting 
the 
coal 


business: 


1. Coal 4s a. public necessity and 


public interest is paramount in its 
production and distribution. 


2. Human standards should be the

Maturity of Victory Loan in 


Few Months Adds to Prob- 


lem of Financing

Washington—The political paradox 


of the moment—whether to put out a 
new issue of bonds to the amount of 
one and one-half billion sor to impose 
$350,000,000 of taxes per year for the 
next three years— is causing sleep 
less nights for the chieftains of the 
Republican party. 


The leaders realize that the situa- 


tion is bad either way; a new bond is- 
sue is unsound finance 
but 
fairly 


good politics while direct taxation is 
sound finance and very poor politics. 


Members of congress are seeking 


the advice of the president and sccrc 
tary of the treasury. They will get 
from Mr. Mellon the judgment which 
he has always given—what the trea- 
sury considers to be sound finance but 
whether the party leaders will accept 
the plan or make their own alternative 
remains to be seen. 


SEEK REASONS 


In any event here are the reasons 


why a bond issue is opposed and why 
the treasury believes direct taxation 
is essential if the bonus is absolutely 
inevitable. And after examining those 
reasons members of congress will be 
able to tell tlie^White house why they 
believe direct'taxation should be avoid 
etl if the Republican party is to retain^ 
control of congress. 


The treasury 
insists 
that 
even 


though only $350,000,000 a year may 
be needed to pay the soldier bonus— 
and this is a minimum 
guess 
for 


everybody agrees that it might run 
as high as $500.000,000 or approxi 
mately $850,000.000,£n the first 
two 


years—the total amount that, may be 
required must be taken into consider 
ntion in any ew bond issue. In other 
words if the government must bor 
row a million and a half dollars more 
money from the American people, the 
total sum that will have to be obtained 
will be nearly eight billion dollars in 
the next two or three years because 
six and a half billions must be bor 
rowed to pay Victory bonds which 
come due. 
The Victory bonds were 


only of five years' duration and when 
they were 
issued 
the 
government 


knew the allies would not be ready 
to pay any of the principal so the 
American people are in effect to wait 
by accepting new treasury certificatCb 
instead. 
The treasury is in process 


now of exchanging Victory bonds for 
new treasury certificates. 
The total 


amount of war debt is twenty-three 
and a. half billions and with tho soldier 
bonus bond issue tho amount would 
be approximately twrnty-five billion 
dollars. 


FEAR DEPRECIATION 


The financiers at tho treasury fear 


that to add a billion and a half to 
America's total debt 
by 
borrowing 


through bonds would be to depreciate 
the value of all Liberty bonds and to 
make the American dollar worth just 
.so much less because of the added 
burden of debt imposed on Ameri- 
ca's resources. To the argument that 
the bond market can readily -absorb 
the new issue, officials say there was 
no doubt oC it but that if new go\ern- 
ment bonds arc issued, just so much 
money which would have been avail- 
able, to private business as a. stimulus 
to industrial revival will be cut off 
and normalcy delayed. 


There might be argument about 


whether the 
bond 
issue 
caused a 


slump but with so many economic 
tactoi'h in the situation, the exact re- 
sponsibility would not be so easy to 
loeate. 
And besides, the full 
effect 


ol a. bond issue might not be felt un- 
til after the congressional elections

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INCOME TAX EVASION 


If what Governor Elaine says about 


frauds in connection "vvitli state income 
taxes is true, and we assume that it is 
true, something should be done to remedy 
what is evidently a serious situation. Mr. 
Blame charges that an investigation by 
the tax commission has revealed fraudu- 
lent and deceptive returns running into 
hundreds of thousands of dollars due the 
state and its municipalities. Through eva- 
sion, he says, hundreds of millions of tax- 
able income has not been returned to the 
assessors. The governor makes the speci- 
fic statement that the soldiers' bonus bond 
fund has been cheated out of $120.000 
and the soldiers' educational bonus fund 
of more than $80.000. Part of this loss 
of revenue to the state and its cities is chie 
to deliberate fraud: in some instances, 
says Mr. Blaine, double books of account 
have been kept, one for the taxpayer's 
private business and one for the assessor. 
The rest is due to carelessnss and 
ignorance. 


Governor Blaine believes that the best 


antidote for this evil is publicity. As the 
law now stands the, information is con- 
fined to the state tax commission. He 
would have the so-called secrecy clause in 
the -present state income tax law repealed. 
This opens up the question as. to how far 
he would go in exposing the confidential 
information carried in income tax returns. 
There can of course be no objection to op- 
eration of the income tax law that will re- 
,duce the opportunities for fraxid and de- 
ception to the minimum, and that' will 
rnaie certain the discovery and punish- 
ment of falsification. Tax dodging in any- 
form is intolerable and should be prevent- 
ed by any means that it makes necessary. 
However, that is as far as remedial and 
punitive measures should go. Aj\y legisla- 
tion which places information of tax dodg- 
ing in the iands of officials who have the 
power or responsibility to use it to prevent 
this fraud against the sfate is desirable. 
The state is justified in going to any ex- 
tent necessary to protect itself against 
fraud and imposition. 


It would not be justified in the policy 


of reprisal, such as general publicity of 
income tax return w.ould amount to. If 
it is the governor's purpose to make the 
information, contained in income tax re- 
turns the property of inquisitorial persons 
or the public at large, it would be unde- 
sirable and vicious. "We take it that the 
governor does not have this purpose in 
mind, but that his only thought is to in- 
sure the state against loss of revenue to 
which it is entitled, to compel the making 
of honest returns, to punish those guilty 
of fraud, and evasion; in brief, to see that 
justice and honesty govern the payment 
of income taxes; in this program he should 
have the full support of the public. 
If 


reactionary forces are standing in its way 
they "will be brushed aside, for this is,a 
matter of vital concern to the state and is 
fundaTniSntal to good government and 
good citizenship.

Last year they numbered more than five 
times as many as in 1911. This is part- 
ly counterbalanced by the greater num- 
ber of autos in uscjioWj compared with 
past vears. That, however, is small conso- 
lation to pedestrians and occupants of cars 
with reckless drivers. It is like telling 
a soldier that there aw 200 rifles shoot- 
ing at him. against only 20 rifles in a 
previous battle. 
With increasing con- 


gestion of population, compulsory protec- 
tion against reckless auto drivers Avill be- 
come a necessity. 
The auto death rate 


will be reduced by the same processes 
that have cut the general death rate— 
quarantine and education.
